2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is considered to be Singh et al (US 6,627,406) and the 
Columbus references (US 4,302,313 and US 4,426,451). The Columbus references 
teach filling microchannels by application of droplets to ports in the channel sidewalls, 
but they rely on capillary forces to draw aqueous fluids through the ports, e.g. 
(Columbus '313 at Figures 2 and 4 and at Column 5, lines 14-55; Columbus '451 at 
Figures 1-3 and Column 5, lines 24-38) Accordingly, it is the Examiner's position that it 
would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
Columbus devices and methods to include forming the instant hydrophobic portion in 
the filling apertures and fluid interface ports, since this would prevent introduction of 
fluids in the manner required by Columbus. Singh et al teach the instant hydrophobic 
portions (e.g. Column 24, lines 15-17), but fail to teach filling of an empty channel by 
application of droplets to apertures in the channel sidewalls. Singh et al fill the channels 
by addition of buffer fluid to reservoirs. (Column 11, lines 30-44) Accordingly, the claims 
are considered to be patentable, since there is no teaching or fair suggestion of the 
instant methods in the prior art of record. 
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Note that the instant disclosure at page 25, lines 16-26 describes a coating to the 
port wall that is repellent to first liquid 4, would have been understood by those skilled in 
the art to function to prevent fluid within the channel from entering the port. First liquid 4 
is disclosed as being aqueous at, e.g. page 25, lines 1-3. This is considered to provide 
adequate support for the limitations to a hydrophobic coating and that "none of the liquid 
in the microchannel enters the fluid interface port when the microchannel is filled with 
the liquid" (Claim 9) and "none of the first liquid fills the first filling aperture and none of 
the second liquid fills the second filling aperture when the microchannel is filled with the 
first liquid and the second liquid" (Claim 20).
